A resident of Kootenai 'has sen'l us a com^ 
mttoication, calling attention to some new 
regulations of tbe American Customs author! 
tiea alouK tbe dividing line between iho 
United States aod British Colnmbia, that are 
calcul itod, if rigidly inforced,to work materia 
damage to this V>llcy^ and lo our merchants 
nnd puckers in particular. It seema that ihe 
lu.spector, sent by Collecter Drew lo Colville 
has dug up an old law of Cuugreas, hitherto 
not enforced on this aide of the continent, by 
virtue of which he demanda from all packers 
returoiog irom Kootenai aad other parts of 
the British Possessions an ad valorem duty of 
twenty per cent upon the appraised value 
their Buimala.. This duty is demanded from 
all packers, whether citizens and residents ol 
the tJoUed States or otherwise. Of course, 
I the deiQHod has to be complied with, or the 
I pack ani'nala are liable to forfeiture to the 
I United States Oovi inment for an attempt on 
the part of their owgers to evade tbo revenue 
laws. 

As wo understand the matter, tho claim to 
colli ct this duty is made by virtue of a law of 
Coniircss passed a great number of years ajjo, 
laying tho duly on slock imported into the 
United Sittles, particularly Irom Canada, for 
the protection of tbe stock raisers of New 
Verk, (Jbio, ificblgan and other border States. 
Toe law was never Intended to apply to the 
case of pack animals, taken from the United 
.Siatea intotbe'British'Pos'sesalons, loaded, and 
returning either wiih or without cargo, bui 
Its process was confined solely to tbe product 
of tbe latter country, brought to tho United 
Stales for sale. Tho oQicor of Customs has 
Kol Ihe idea into his head that, because all 
pack-animals goinR into Kootenai are liable 
for Iho paymenl ot a tax ihere of two dollars 
per bead, commonly called ' head money, 
that upon the payment of that tax, tho ani- 
mals become foreign products, and, as such, 
are liable to the tho ad valurum dulyco nplain- 
ed of. Thatj this, cousiructlon ls erroneous 
is patent a', a glance. That its eoforcemeat 
would virtually close to ua the Kootenai and 
other British mnrketa, which bonsome largely 
of our products, by adding to the already 
heavy freigbl cbaiges, does not need dnmonk 
Blrition, 

We ore informed thai Collector Drew has 
had Ilia atteotion called to Ibe matter nod 
th'it whilii awaiting instruolioos from Wsnh- 
in);ton, lie has directed tha liispRctorat 
Colville 10 take botids Irom the puok-ra for 
tbe payment, of tho doty, if its levy is bubh 
tained.
